On October 28, 2017 the 

Wisconsin Department of Justice in conjunction with the Drug Enforcement 

Administration will coordinate a Prescription Drug Take Back Initiative throughout 

Wisconsin.  Chief McElroy will be using the remainder of his vacation in October and 

November.  Portable radios are still be serviced by General Communications.  Calls 

for September were 989 and in 2016 they were 897.  Number of license plate 

transactions for September 2017 were 40.
